8. No packet of patterns, or sam- 
ples, must exceed 24 inches in length, 
or 12inches iv breadth, or depth, or 
24 ounces in weight. 

9 Patterns and samples mnst not 
bear any writing other than the ad- 
dress of the persous for whom they are 
intended, except the address of the 
sender, a trade mark and numbers, and 
the prices of the articles. 

10. There must be no inclosures 
other than the patterns or samples 
themselves. The particulars which 
are allowed to be furnished under the 
preceeding resvlution must, in all 
cases, be given, not on loose pieces of 
paper, but no small labels attached 
when patterns or satoples, or the bags 
containing them. 

11. Patterns or samples must be 
sent in covers open at the ends, so as 
to be of easy examination. Samples, 
however, of seeds, &c., which cannot 
be sent in open covers, may be inclos- 
ed in bags of linen or other material, 
fastened in such a manner that they 
may be readily opened for examina- 
tion, 

12. Patterns, samples, or other pack- 
ets, Containing liquids, poisons explo- 
sive chemicals, or other articles likely 
to injure the contents of the mail bags, 
or the person of any officer of the Post- 
Office, are positively excluded from the 
mails, 
13. The law and regulations of this 
Department which excludes obsceve 
books, pamphlets, pictures, prints, or 
other pullications of a valgar and in- 
decent character from the mails of the 
United States, are also to be enforced 
with respect to books, pamphlets 
pictures, or other publications of like 
character addressed to the United 
Kingdom or other foreign couutry 

14. Letters, newspapers, pamphlets, 
periodicals, or books, posted in the 


the «flice of mailing, upon payment of 
a registration fee of cight cents in ad- 
dition to the ordinary postage charges, 
both of which must be prepaid But the 
reduced registration fee of eight cents 
on letters will not take effect until the 
Ist of January, 1868. 

15. Newsppers or other of 
printed matter, book-packets, patterns 
or samples of merchandise, originating 
in the United Kingdom, and address- 
ed to the United States, will be re 
ceived in the United States fully pre- 


charge to the party addressed at the 
office of distribution in the United 
States. 

Article 5 of the aforesaid Conven- 
tion also prescribes the following 
specific regulation to be observed and 
enforced in each country, viz: 

Neither office shall be bound to 
deliver printed papers, the impcrta- 
tion of which may be prohibited by 
the laws or regulations of the country 
to which they are transmitted. So 
long as any customs duty is charge- 
able in the United States on the im- 
portation from the United Kingdom of 
any of the articles enumerated above, 
such customs duty shall be leviable in 
the United States, and the proceeds 
shall accrue to the United States Trea- 
eury. Except as above, no charge 
whatever rhall be levied on the country 
in which international newspapers, 
book packets, and patterns or samples 
of merchandise are delivered. Post- 
masters are instructed to levy and 
collect in advance, on and after the Lat 
of October, 1867, the rates of postage 
as fixed by this order, on the different 
kinds of printed matter and other pos- 
tal packets herein enumerated, observ- 
ing . strictly the regulations herein 
established with respect to each class- 
ification of the same. So much of the 
new Convention as relates to interna 
tional letters exchanged with the Unit- 
ed Kingdom will not take effect until 
the Ist of January, 1868, and, in the 
meantime, the postage charge on let- 
ters will continne, as at present, at 
24 cents per. single rate of half an 
ounce or under. But on and after the 


1st of January, 1868, the single rate of

 Morganatic Marriages. 
Everybody has heard the term. “mor- 
ganatic marriages,” and many people

ever A morganatic marriage is just as 
binding upon the parties as any other, 
and precludes an other marriage. ‘The 
term is derived from the German Mor- 
yengabe, which means a dowry. Itsig- 
nifies a martimonial contract in which one 
of the parties is greatly superior in rank 
to the other party. If it be the bride 
who is of inferiur rank, she agrees that 
she and her children shall be entitled 
neither to the rank nor the estate of 
her husband, and that the dowry which 
is settled upon her at the time of the 
marriage shall be accepted in lieu of 
all other privileges. If the man be the 
inferior he gives bis assent to a similar 
condition. In the bridal ceremony the 
party of ce agi rank gives the left 
hand, iniead of the right, to the other 
—whence these marriage are sometimes 
styled “left-handed.” One of the most 
famous marriages of this class was that 
of Frederic William th Third, of Prussia, 
tothe Countess Augusta of Harrach, 
upon whom her husband conferred the 
rank of Princess of Liegnitz—a mar. 
riage consummated in 1824, long after 
the death of the King’s more levitmate 
spouse, and beautiful Queen Louisa. 
The Princess of Liegnitz is still living 
—a widow since 1840. Another mor- 
peas marriage was that of the late 
ing of Denmark, Frederick the Sev- 
enth, who after being divorced from 
two princesses, married morgantically 
a plain dressmaker by the name of 
Rasmussen, with whom he lived hap- 
pily till his death, He firsi encouuter- 
ed her under very singular circumstan- 
ces. It is the custom at Copenhagen, 
when a large fire occurs, for one of the 
priuces to attend it, and to take com- 
mand of the detachments of soldiers 
which are always ordered ont on such 
occasions to keep order while the fire 
men endeavor to extinguish the con- 
flagation. Frederic, then crown prince, 
was once performing this duty when 
his eye caught sight of a dressed wax 
figure in the window of a dressmakers’ 
shop in the second story of the burning 
building. ‘In the hurry and excite 
Ving person 
ing to escape from the window. Leap- 
ing fron) his horse, he plunged into the 
building and aseended the staircase. 
On his way through the rooms he dis- 
covered the owner of the dressmaking 
establishment, who was bewildered in 
the smoke, and whom he conducted to 
a place of safety. This was the woman 
whom he subsequently married, be- 
stowing upon her the title of the Countess 
Danner, and settling upon her a large 
dowry. She survived him only a year 
or two. | 

Among the existing members of 
princely houses who have contracted 
this kind of marriage may be mentioned 
Prince Leopold of Saxony, Prince Charis 
of Bavaria and Alexander of Wirt- 
emberg. It is a son of the last named 
—an offspring of his morganatic mar- 
riage—who, under the name of Prince 
Teck, lately married Queen Victoria’s 
cousin, the Princes Mary of Cambridge. 
A singular instance of a morganatic 
union is that of Prince Edward of Saxe 
Weimer, who is married in this manner 
toa daughter of the proud Duke of 
Richmond, while another English 
nobleman, the Duke of Hamilton, wed- 
ded, on terms of perfect equality, a 
princess of the grand-ducal house ot 
Baden, whose rank is certainly as high 
as that of Prince Edward. 

The only modern case, with which 
we are familiar, of a morganatic mar- 
riage, in which the bride was the per- 
son of superior rank, is that of the 
Princess Elizabeth of Italy, sister-in- 
law of Victor Emmanuel, who was mar- 
ried with the lett band in 1856—a year 
after the death of her husband, Prince 
Fredinand—to the Marquis Rapallo 
Victor Emmanuel himeelf is said to 
have been more than once on the point 
of contracting a morganatic union with 
some of his favorites, but has been pre- 
vented by the advice of his Ministers, 
who, somehow or other, deem it better 
for the interests of the State that he 
should live in a more reprehensible 
manner 

The reigining dynasty of Baden pres- 
ents an isolated instance of the scion of 
a morganatic marriage breaking through 
the trammeling provisions of such a 
union, and succeeding to the rank of 
his parent in the same way as the off- 
spring of an equal union. In 1830,

In 1831 
he fell in love with Gertrude Lehmann, 
the pretty wife of a non commissioned 
Wocer in the Prussian army. 

A little pecuniary arrangement was 
made with her husband, a divorce was 
obtained, and immediately afterward 
Elector Frederick William took her to 
wife morganatic. He made her first 
Countess of Schaumburg, «nd then prin- 
cess of Hanau. She has borne him six 
sous and three daughters, who have 
taken their titles from their mother. 
It is said that he intended to~have de- 
clared his oldest son heir to the throne, 
notwithstanding the legal hindrances in 
the way, but Prussia, by her summary 
proceedings, has prevented the execu- 
tion of any such project.
